Ike Says Labor 
Views to Get 
Consideration 


A F L Convention 
Heors President 
Deliver Address 


LO S A N G E L E S (/Pi— President 
Eisenhower 
told 
the 
American 
Federation of Labor’s convention 
today 
organised 'Lab o r’s 
views 
w ill receive “ sympathetic consid­ 
eration’’ from his administration. 
The President, who received a 
warm reception 
from delegates, 
said that he knew there are differ­ 
ences between his views and or­ 
ganized labor’s but the right to 
disagree was an American tradi­ 
tion. 
Despite Differences 
Despite these differences, Eisen­ 
hower said, “ the views of this con­ 
vention w ill be studied and sym­ 
pathetically 
considered” just as 
are the views of all segments of 
the American economy. 
The President said that while he 
and the A F L leadership do disagree 
on some issues they do agree on 
many things. 
He said he supposed, for in­ 
stance, that they agree on the need 
for fighting communism, on not 
raising taxes again, on not raising 
the cost of government, and that 
the Korean W ar should not be re­ 
sumed. 
Eisenhower said he had noted 
criticism in one newspaper that he 
had not redeemed his pledge to 
remove a union-Dusting provision 
from the Taft-H srtley law. 
If he w’ere making a political 
speech, 
the 
President 
said, 
he 
would remind his audience that 
legislation that would have re­ 
moved that provision from the law 
was killed in the Senate at the last 
session of Congress by “ a solid 
Democratic vote.” 
Standing Ovation 
Eisenhower was interrupted by 
applause and when he finished he 
was given a half-minute standing 
ovation. 
Eisenhower shook hands on the 
convention speakers platform with 
A F L President George Meany and 
other top A F L ofiicials. He then 
left Los Angeles to return to the 
summer White House at Denver.

To View Damage from Rioting

standing walls of prison industrial buildings fired by a mob of ram­ 
paging convicts Wednesday night. Officials of Missouri’s penitentiary 
allowed the tour of the damaged areas to let the public know by word ! 
and picture the result of the riot and arson. 
Total damage was estimated at 
$3,000,000 to $5,000,000 in the brief 
12 hours of pointless convict hys-, 
teria. 
Two Dozen Newsmen 
Over two dozen newsmen saw 
the damage under protection of 
half a dozen shotgun carrying pa­ 
trolmen and police. The r ot end­ 
ed quickly early yesterday under 
tho bristling guns of hundreds of 
patrolmen, St. Louis police, Na­ 
tional

and 
prison 
guards.

In front of the building a group 
of Negro

in their job of cleaning up the 
debris. 
Then the group crossed the land­ 
scaped upper yard where hundreds 
of prisoners demonstrated in a wild 
melee less than 48 hours earlier. At 
one side of the sidewalk a red 
broom handle had been stuck in 
the ground 
Atop it was a pris­ 
oner’s cap and at its foot the grass 
was stained. It was in that area 
that the prisoners attempted at one 
time to set fire to a jutting build­ 
ing next to 
the 
administration 
building. The concentrated fire of 
several state highway patrolmen 
stopped those rushes.
